SAYS UNION LEADER 
CRIED, ‘‘SHOOT HIM” 


Woman Declares She Called 
Police — Two Men Who 
Were Wounded in Affray 
Heard.

CHARLOTTE, N. C., Sept. 6.— 


By several witnesses the State has 
endeavored to prove in the Gas- 
tonia mill strike murder trial 
that Chief of Police Aderholt was 
on a peaceful mission when he 
went to strike headquarters, that 
he had started to leave when shot, 
and that the shooting was in pur- 
suance of instructions and encour- 
agement of strike leaders. 
Thomas Gilbert, Gastonia police- 
man, who suffered numerous shot- 
gun wounds in the shooting June 
7 today told the jury that W. M. 
McGinnis fired the first shot of 
the affray. 


Gilbert’s evidence was largely 
corroborative of that of A. J. 
Roach, a special officer at the 


time, who also was wounded, and 
Otto Mason who saw the shooting 
from the porch of his home. 

Gilbert said that Louis McLaugh- 
lin, a defendant, was standing in 


the door of union headquarters 
when the officers came up but that 
neither McLaughlin, Joseph Har- 


rison nor McGinnis fired the shot 
that killed Chief Aderholt. Like 
Roach and Mason, Gilbert ftesti- 
fied that the officers attempted to 
arrest Harrison when he pointed a 
shotgun at them. 

The only variation between Gil- 
bert’s testimony and that of Roach 
was when he said he did not see 
a picket line of strikers and that 
he could not say that any of the 
shots that wounded Aderholt, 
Roach, Charles Ferguson, Harrison 
and himself came from knot holes 
in the union headquarters building. 
Roach testified yesterday that the 
officers broke a picket line and 
that shots came from knot holes in 
the building. Gilbert said the 
shooting was done from windows. 
Mill Worker Says He Heard Beal 


Cry “Shoot Him.” 


Otto Mason, who was employed 
as a carpenter in New York before 
he came here to work in the Man- 
ville-Jenckes mill, was the first 
witness called after Dr. H. R. Mc- 
Connell had established the death 
of Aderholt and a map had been 
put in evidence. Mason swore that 
on the night of the shooting he 
was on the porch of his home 
adjoining strike headquarters, 
\,here he heard Fred Erwin Beal, 
strike leader and chief defendant, 
speaking. 

Beal, he said, in an address to 
the armed camp guards, warned 
them that “the mill thugs and stool 
pigeons are coming to raise hell.” 
“If you find them doing any- 
thing they shouldn't do,” he quoted 
Beal as saying, “arrest them and 
bring them to me and what we'll 
do to them won't be good (“[for 
them.” 

Beal, he continued, then ordered 
the forming of a picket line to go 
to the Manville-Jenckes mill where, 
he said, ‘‘we will have the biggest 
strike yet.” 

Two Named as Guards. 
Beal, the witness asserted, left 
“five or six men with shotguns” to 
guard the lot with him, while Vera 
Bush and perhaps 150 persons lieft 
for the mill. Among the* guards, 
he said, were two of the defend- 
ants, George Carter of Mizpah, N. 
J., and Joseph Harrison of Passaic. 
In a short time, Mason contfnued. 
the crowd came back, followed by 
Chief Aderholt and: his party. Ad- 
erholt went ‘10 to 15 feet” on 
union ground where he was met by 
Carter and Harrison, who covered 
him with shotguns, according to 
the witness, 


“Boys,” he quoted Aderholt as 
asking, “what is the trouble?” 
‘None of your’. business,” he 


said Harrison replied, and added 


that Aderholt then said: “We 
haven’t come down here for any 
trouble.” 

Harrison, Mason testified, ad- 
vanced on the party, and Police- 
man Tom Gilbert grappled with 


him and tried to take his shotgun 
Aderholt joining in the scuffle. 
‘"Fhen.” said the witness, “Leo 
McGinnis, another of the guards, 
came running up, his gun pointed 
at the police crying, ‘Turn him 
loose,’ while from the doorway of 
the union came cries of ‘Shoot 
him, shoot him.’ ”’ 

“Whose voices were they?” asked 
Solicitor Carpenter. 

“Fred Erwin Beal and Vera 
Bush,” replied the witness.

WINSLOW, Ariz., 
D. W. Tomlinson, former naval 
flying ace and chief pilot of Mad- 
dux Air Lines, returned here at 
10:42 a. m. today after a search 
of the desert and reported he had 
seen four men who waved at him 
from in front of an Indian hut in 
the Hopi reservation near Walpi, 
Ariz. 

After signaling to the men that 
he had seen them, Tomlinson re- 
turned to Winslow. 

Other airships were immediately 
dispatched to the scene. Walpi is 
on a high mesa within the reserva- 
tion. 

Four observers were aboard 
Tomlinson’s ship when he sighted 
the men. 

No roads extend into the wilder- 
ness at that point end it will be 
necessary to use pack animals to 
reach the spot. 

Tomlinson was flying at an alti- 
tude of 1000 feet when he passed 
over an Indian hut. and as he cir- 
cled he saw four persons emerge 
from the structure and wave what 
appeared to be white cloths at him. 
He could not tell whether they 
were Indians or whites ana he im- 
mediately returned to Wir.slow to 
organize the search. 

Refueling of the Tomlinson ship 
was quickly completed and he took 
off from the T. A. T airpert here, 
leading four other planes north- 
ward to investigate the disccvery.

SCHNEIDER CUP 
CERS TESTED 


FOR NAVIGABLT 


Three British and Three 
Italian Pilots Qualify in 
First Part of Seaworthi- 
ness Trials. 


By the Associated Press. 

CALSHOT. England, Sept. 6.— 
All the entries for-the blue-ribbon 
Schneider Cup air race passed the 
navigability trials in the Solent be- 
fore noon today. The British and 
the Italian pilots thereupon moored 
their machines for a six-hour sea- 
worthiness test. 

Three British and three Italian 
pilots qualified in the first part of 
the seaworthiness and water-tight- 
ness tests which precede the actual 
races tomorrow. 

/ Lieut. Giovanni Monti of Italy, 
with a Macchi-67 plane, and Flying 
Officer R. L. R. Atcherly of Great 
Britain, in a supermarine Rolls 


Royce A-6, were the last to com- 


plete the navigability test. They 
proceeded to moorings to remain 
six hours there to determine wa- 
tertightness of the -.nachines. 
Lieut. Cadringher of Italy, in a 
new Macchi-67 which was held off 
the course at first by radiator trou- 
ble, finally succeeded in passing 
the navigability test. 

Qualifying Test. 
Today’s tests were in the na- 
ture of a qualifying round which 
the machines had to pass to prove 
their seaworthiness and water- 
tightness. The trials consisted of 
each machine taxiing across the 
starting line, flying in a short cir- 
cuit, landing and taxiing at least 
a half mile at a speed of not less 
than 12 knots. 

The performance then had to he 
rgpeated and after another short 
flight the starting line recrossed 
and the machines moored six hous 
to test water-tightness. The idea 
was that the machines would prove 
by rising and taxiing at will their 
general maneuvering ability and 
that they are real seaplanes.

In the meantime hundreds of 
Zuni Indiansy cowboys and. other 
persons, spurred on by 1 A. T.'s 
offer of a $5000 reward tothe 
finder of the plane, set out on foot 
and on horseback from scattered 
communities. 

Clouds hung low over the terri- 
tory, with poor flying conditions 
and low visibility the result. Mud 


from recent rains impeded the 
progress of those on foot and on 
horseback. 

As more planes arrived here and 
at Winslow, it was the intention of 
those directing the search to send 
them out over Northern Arizona, 
covering the territory from the 
New Mexico boundary line as far 
west as the Grand Canyon. Under 
such a plan they would fly. over 
approximately 200 miles of the 
wildest section of the State. 

All available army planes in the 
southwest were ordered to join 
the aircraft of T. A. T. and its 
competing lines in the search. Navy 
planes also participated yesterday 
and a dozen more from San Diego, 
Cal,, were under orders to join the 
hunt today, 

The aerial searchers were vir- 
tually without a clew. One by one 
reports of the sighting of the 
wreckage were run down yester- 
day, and each time the searchers 
reported they had seen nothing but 
desert and peaks of extinct vol- 
canoes, 

How False Rumor Arose. 

T. A. T. officers think that the 

search of the Black Rock Wash 


Country south of here has been 
sufficient to establish that tne 
City of San Francisco had not fail- 
en there, as was first thought. 

The region around Zuni, N. M., 
then was searched without result. 
Likewise the district around 
Houck, Ariz., was surveyed ‘from 
the air on the strength of reports 
by members of a railroad section 
crew that they had seen a plane. 

The report that the plane had 
been seen 23 miles south of here 
and its eight occupants apparent- 
ly dead was traced to its source 
yesterday and T. A. T. executives 
discovered that it had come from

“We do not yet know that bad 
weather had anything to do with 
the difficulty,” J. V. Magee, vice 
president and general manager, 
said today. “The pilot of the east- 
bound plane passing through the 
same region at about the same time 
made no report showing any un- 
usual condition.” 

The Government weather report, 
obtained by Pilot Stowe at Albu- 
querque, was supplemented by re- 
ports sent by the Santa Fe Rail- 
road and T. A. T. observers from 
points ahead. These reports, in 
code, are on file at the office here. 
Magee said that none of them 
showed any unusual weather con- 
ditions. It is possible to inform 
the pilot, in the air, of any antici- 
pated weather difficulty, through 
connection with the assistant pilot 
by voice radio.

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CHICAGO CAMPAIGN 
UN BUCKET SHOPS 


Two Places Raided by State’s 
Attorney—Prominent Per- 
sans on Sucker Lists. 


CHICAGO, Sept. 6.—Raiding of 
two reputed bucket shops by forces 
of the State’s Attorney today was 
described by Chief Investigator 
Patrick Roche as the start of a 
campaign to rid Chicago of mush- 
room “brokerage” firms, preying 
on unsuspecting investors. 

The places raided were J. F. 
Dowd & Co., and Hamilton, King 
& Co. At the latter, Roche said, 
officers found “sucker lists,’’ com- 
posed of persons within a 100-mile 
radius outside the city, who were 
described as “worth more than 
$5000.” Numerous prominent per- 
sons were included. 

The plan of operation, authori- 
ties related, is to notify an investor 
that he has made a certain profit 
and to advise him to reinvest it. 
If he tries to take his profit, he 
is given stock of little or no value. 

J. F. Dowd, head of one of the 
raided firms, said that he had for- 
merly been employed by Hamiiton, 
King & Co., but that the situation 
there had “begun to look bad” 
and he had been advanced $1000 
to open a new office. He estimat- 
ed Hamilton, King & Co. had prof- 
ited $125,000 in the four months 
it had operated. 

The two companies operated ex- 
tensively in Illinois, Indiana and 
Michigan, not overlooking even the 
smallest community where some- 
one with $5000 or more might live, 
Roche asserted. He said _ the 
“sucker list’ contained 1000 pages 
and mentioned every one of wealth 
outside Chicago and South Bend, 
Ind. He believed South Bend was 
eliminated because the company 
had previously operated there. 

Names on the list included State 
Senator Fichard J. Barr of Joliet; 
Leslie Small of Kankakee, son of 
the former Illinois Governor; Sam- 
uel Insull Jr. of Mundelein; Fed- 
eral Master in Chancery Thomas T. 
Peden of Libertyville; and C. W. 
Hadley of Lombard. 

Jacob Warren, president of Ham- 
liton, King & Co., and his reputed 
partner, James Gualano, were also 
arrested. No one named =e either 


Hamilton or King is connecte@ with 
the firm, prosecutors sald. 

Roche said that a score of other 
firms are under suspicion and are 
being investigated, but that arrests 
would be made cautiously with a 
view to protecting investors.

GENEVA, Sept. 6.—Foreign Min- 
ister Arthur Henderson of Great 


of the League of Nations today 
that Great Britain had no inten- 
tion of abandoning the mandate 
for Palestine. He said his country 
would adhere to the Balfour de- 
claration calling for the establish- 
ment of a national home for Jews 
in Palestine. The British now 
have the situation in the country 
well in hand, he said. 

Henderson’s statement was made 

when the Council of the League 
took up the question of the recent 
Arab-Jewish outbreaks. This was 
raised when Foreign Minister 
Procope of Finland, as reporter for 
the mandates commission, ex- 
pressed on behalf of the league 
Council his profound regret that 
such serious events should have 
occurred in Palestine, 
With great emotion 
spoke of the ‘sad _ incidents” 
which troubled Palestine. He em- 
phasized that the League had, like 
the mandatory power, a close inter- 
est and even responsibility in the 
matter and emphaized that the 
covenant of the League refers to a 
mandate as a “sacred trust.” 
Henderson said the British Gov- 
ernment regarded the mandate as 
a trusteeship and profoundly re- 
gretted “the grave and unfortunate 
incident.” 
Until order had been more com- 
pletely restored it will be difficult 
to present a clear and detailed 
statement on the. situation in the

SEEKS CO-OPERATION 
ON ST. LOUIS ROADS 


Matthews Suggests Auto Club 
Officiais, Commerce Bodies 
Form Committee 


Chairman C. D. Matthews of the 
State Highway Commission declares 
much will be accomplished toward 
solution of St. Louis’ State road 
problems if the Automobile Club of 
Missouri, the St. Louis and St. 
Louis County Chambers of ,Com- 
merce, together with county of- 
ficials of St. Louis, St. Charles, 
and Jefferson counties, 
form a workable committee repre- 
senting all interests. 

Matthews’ statement wae con- 
tained in a letter to Maj. Roy F. 


Britton, president of the Automo- 
bile Club, who has been asked to 
participate in a co-operative effort 
to work out a practical solution to 
the problem of traffic relief now 
confronting St. Louis. 

The Automobile Club, because it 
is a State organization, has con- 
fined its efforts to the development 
of the State highway system as a 
whole, Britton explained and does 
not consider the St. Louis situation 
as a local problem but one which 
affects the efficiency of the entire 
State highway system. Traffic con- 
gestion on roads leading from  &t. 
Lowis has become a serious prob- 
lem to automobile owners of the 
city, he pointed out, but convenient 
access to the metropolis of Missouri 
is just as important to the people 
living out in the State. 

Matthews in his letter says: 

“With the $8,000,000 Hignway 
program contemplated by the 


i State and the $10,000,000 program 


contemplated by the county, there 
should be co-ordination between 
all factors with a workable com- 
mittee representing all interests, 
There could be a great deal of good 
accomplished and it will be the 
means of saving a lot of valuable 
time. 

“The Highway Commission is 
thoroughly convinced that we must 
have the co-operation of these or- 
ganizations to properly locate our 
traffic relief highways in 8t. 
Louis County. There is only one 
location to be considered and that 
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is the right one. This super-high- 
way, as it has been called, is of too 
much importance and means too 
much to the City of St. Louis for 
us to make any mistakes in its lo- 
cation. We must not be influenced 
ag the location is the only perma- 
nent part of the road. This is 
fundamental 

“I hope that through your good 
offices, along with the county and 
city, we may work out our prob- 


lem with the least dissatisfaction 
and we believe we can follow a 
location that pretty nearly meets 
all of the requirements of good en- 
gineering and good financing, but 
we must have support when it 
comes to the final decision and I 
am sure that you and other far- 
seeing good roads advocates will 
help us perform our duty to the 
people ot thé State of Missouri as 
a whole.”

The low bid on the general con- 
tract, $555,9)0, was submitted by 
the Hall-Mackay Construction Co., 
with offices in the Dolph Building.

PSYCHOLOGICAL TEST 
FOR WORKERS PLANNED 


Government Offers Its System 
Used During War to 
Determine Ability. 


By WATSON DAVIS, 
Managing Editor, Science Service. 
(Copyright, 1929.) 

NEW HAVEN, Conn., Sept. 6.— 
The Federal Government is plan- 
ning to put at the disposal of 
workers, employes and schools the 
Government's psychological tests 
and methods which during the 
past five years have revolution- 
ized the Federa) Civil Service em- 
ployment methods, Dr lL J. 
O’Rourke, director of perso nal re- 
search of the Civil Service Com- 
mission at Washington, told the In- 
ternational Congress of Psychology 
at Yale here yesterday. 

The establiement of nation- 
al industrial standards for use 
in industry and aid to voca- 
tional guidance in schools and 
colleges, is the purpose of this 
most ambitious attempt to 
make America psychologically 
conscious since the World War 
when the army was classified by 
the then newly developed intelli- 
gence tests. 

During the next year a commit- 
tee of industrialists, headed by H. 
8. Dennison of the Dennison Man- 
ufacturing Co., will aid the Federal 
psychologists in trying out the tests 
on selected represntative groups of 


workers in actua)] business life and 
manufacturing. 
Required Grades. 

This experience, added to infor- 
mation in Government files as the 
result of examining 60,000 Federal 
job-seekers each year, will allow 
the psychologists to tell just what 
grade must be made by ap- 
plicants or students to qualify for 
ae usual tasks of everyday life. 
| Not for least a year will the first 
tests be issued by the Government, 
Attention will first be given to of- 
fice work, such as typing, stenog- 
raphy, clerical work and bookkeep- 
ing. Then qualifications for other 
common vocations will be deter- 
mined and made known to those 
who hope to meet them. 

“We hope to make it possible for 
schools to tell their students six 
months before graduation, how 
they compare in ability with actual 
workers in the positions to which 
they aspire,” Dr. O'Rourke ex- 
plained.

Vast savings in industry could be 
made, if business and industrial 
leaders would enlist the services of 
psychologists, who, after learning 
the office techniques, and the feel- 
ings of the workers, could simpli- 
(fy work, prevent accidents, keep 
‘interest in the work high, and im- 
prove tools and working condi- 
tions, Dr. Walter V. Bingham of 
the Personnel Research Federation 
of New York, told the congress, 

Research into existing workers 
and their weakness is even more, 
important than the proper hiring 
of new employes, he declared.

FORTBALL 
by James M, Gould 


ITH football coaches on grid- 
Wirons in every section of the 

country constantly crying for 
more speed and then a little bit 
more, it is somewhat surprising 
that more attention is not paid to 
the weight of the equipment packed 
about by the modern player. In 
the best football weather, the aver- 
age grid star will carry into bat- 
tle himself and 11% pounds of 
equipment. When mud cakes the 


field, at least two more pounds 
can be added. 

Shoes weigh two pounds 10 
cunces; trousers, three pounds; 
shoulder pads, two pounds. Then 
there are helmets, jerseys and 


stockings, when worn, to be con- 
sidered. In the old days of the 
game—25 years ago—there were 
no helmets, no shoulder pads—oh, 
perhaps a bit of cloth stuffing— 
and no heavily-upholstered trou- 
sers. A canvas jacket, tightly- 
laced, was worn. Some few play- 
ers protected their shins with light 
guards and a rubber nose-guard 
was not uncommon. A heavy shock 
of hair was considered all that was 
needed to protect the skull. And, 
strangely enough, this light equip- 
ment was for a style of game 
which did not call for half the 
speed pined for by the’ coaches 
these modern days. 

Leaders of the college game of 
football might profit by observing 
the uniforms worn in soccer—an- 
ather game in which speed is one 
of the chief essentials. For in- 
stance, the heaviest shoe for soc- 
cer forwards weighs but 16% 
ounces. There isn’t the need for 
as great an amount of body pro- 
tection in soccer, of course, but a 
compromise between the uniforms 
of the two games might work to 
the advantage of the college sport. 


LOGANS are a modern devel- 
S opment of football. “Play fair 

and hit the line hard”; “No 
team can be beaten thaf won’t be 
beaten”’—these are samples of 
those in the dressing-rooms of most 
colleges and schools. Coach Frank 
Murray who, in recent years, has 
put Marquette University on the 
football map, will post only one 
this coming season. It is short and 
very much to the point—‘“Be Gen- 
tlemen”, Coach Murray, argues 
that the terse admcnition covers 
everything. He figures that a 
“gentleman” will train hard, keep 
all the rules and, in the game, play 
square with himself, his coach, his 
school and, what is a bigger thing, 
with his opponent. Murray doesn’t 
believe a coach should turn him- 
self into a detective, seeking viola- 
tions of the training rules, but 
there’s nothing namby-pamby about 
his methods and such players as re- 


fuse to live up to the code as laid 
down are simply asked to turn in 
their equipment. And, they do. 
They are through.

Building Buried 1200 Years 
Ago Has Five Levels. Three 
Miles of Bas Relief. 


By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Cal., Sept. 6.— 
Dr. John C. Hill, director of the 
Department of Religion, Archeology 
and Anthropology at the University 
of Southern California, upon his 
return from a summer’s study in 
the South Seas announced today he 
had discovered on the Island of 
Bali, near Java, “the temple of 
Boro Boedoer on which there is 
three miles of life-size bas relief 
as interesting as any book ever 
written.” 

The temple, Dr. Hill said, was 
buried 1200 years ago. It covers 
nine acres of ground, has five 
levels, or stories, so far uncovered, 
and was the seat of an ancient na- 
tive religion. 

Dr. Hill described the island as 
100 miles long and having a popu- 
lation of about 1,000.000. He said 
the island was a virtual Utopia 
where the natives lived with little 
effort a life free from worry. The 
natives verged on physical perfec- 
tion and lived highiy moral lives, 
he declared.

is known as “the continuous pro- 
duction week.” The move is calcu- 
lated to quicken the pace of indus- 
try, increase the productivity of 
labor and relieve unemployment. 

Each employe will be required 
to work the usual number of hours 
which now range from 39 to 46. 
All, however, will have a day of 
rest after every five or six days of 
labor. 

In this way, while one group is 
resting, another batch of employes 
will be carrying on the full activi- 
ties of the factory or institution. 
Thus something approaching a 
“continuoug chain of work” will be 
achieved. 

Another interesting departure 
was a decision to utilize space now 
occupied by single state institutions 
for two separate institutions. Un- 
der this scheme one group would 
work in the morning and another 
group carry on a different line of 
activity in the same building in the 
afternoon. It was explained that 
this would not only relieve de- 
mands for space, but would also 
decrease maintenance and other 
overhead expenses.

Western Tournament 


From Eugene Roesch in 
Four-Hour Match. 


The White armies and the Black 
withdrew from the checkered bat- 
tlefields of chess yesterday at the 
Downtown Y. M. C. A, leaving 
Herman Hahibohm of Chicago as 
the champion of the Western Chess 
Association. 

For 11 days the Black Bishop 
and the White Queer kad cow- 


ered behind their pawns or fallen 
in defense of their Kings, in the 
Only national chess tournament in 
St. Louis since the World's Fair, 
when the Western was the only 
chess association in the country. 
This was, also, the vnly such tourn- 
ament in the United States this 
year, so that Hahlbohm, defeating 
Eugene A. Roesch of St. Louis 
yesterday, in effect, won the Na- 
tional Tournament championship. 

Hahlbohm, who had been re- 
luctant to enter the tournament at 
all, won eight and lost two games. 
He was just half 1 game—repre- 
senting a draw—ahead of N. T. 
Whitaker of Philadelphia, Olym- 
pic chess player for the United 
States, Herman Steiner of New 
York, and J. A. Anderson, 22-year- 
old champion of St. Leuis. 

The three masters tied for sec- 
ond place with seven and a half 
victories and two and a half de- 
feats. Roesch, former champion 
of St. Louis, finished the tourna- 
ment with eight and a half games 
lost and one and a half won, 

Experts considered both Roesch 
and Anderson formidable players, 
but in need of practice against 
strong Opponents, Anderson won 
every game in which he had the 
white men, with the first move 
and the offensive, and lost every 
game with the black men. With 
only the former champion in St. 
Louis to offer him worthy com- 
petition, it was explained, he 
lacked opportunity to work out a 
Shrewd defense. 

Advantage .f Erudite Play. 

The advantages or erudite attack 
over a brilliant but less learned de- 
fense were illustrated when Whit- 
aker defeated Steiner, knocking 
him out of a chance to win the 
championship. Whitaker, with the 
first move, “went back to ancient 
history’ fora line of strategy unfa- 
familiar to the younger man. 
Steiner countered in perfect accord 
with modern theories of play, but 
every move put him deeper into 
the trap set by his opponent. 

With Ste:ner defeated, the only 
man left with a clear chance for 
victory was Hahlbohm. If Roesch 
had won, Hahlbohm would have 
dropped to second . place, with 
Whitaker, Steiner and Anderson 
tied in the lead. The $200 cash 
prize would have gone to Whitaker. 
who had defeated Steiner. Steiner 
had defeated Anderson, although 
Andersop had played Whitaker to 
a draw. 

Hahlbohm had declined to come 
to St. Louis. For some years he 
had ranked high in tournaments, 
but always had been defeated by 
his friend and fellow-townsman, 
Sam Factor. Factor persuaded 
Hahlbohm to try it again, and 
on Wednesday lost to his friend. 

Spectators Very Quiet. 

So quiet were the first moves of 
Roesch and Hahlbohm that few 
of the dozen men in the room kne-v 
the deciding contest was on.

The first of a series of meetings 
with interests operating at Lam- 
bert-St. Louis Field will be called 
by Assistant Comptroller Cunning- 
ham next week in an effort to work 


out for the city some method of 
revenue for the municipal airport. 

Cunningham thinks the city 
should get at least $36,000, the es- 
timated operating cost, from the 
private interest using the airport, 
while other members of the Muni- 
eipal Airport Commission. think 
that efforts should be made to es- 
tablish a municipal income large 
enough to pay the interest on the 
$2,000,000 in airport bonds with 
which the field was purchased and 
is being improved. The present 
income is about $2400 annually. 

After the meeting, at which some 
sort of an agreement will be 
worked out with the private inter- 
ests, a proposed ordinance will be 
prepared for submission to the 
Airport Commission, and, upon the 
commission’s approval, will be in- 
troduced in the Board of Alder- 
men. The bill will provide a com- 
plete airport code, with rules of op- 
eration and amounts of fees, which 
the members declare should be on 
some kind of a percentage business. 
No decision was made on the pro- 
posal that the city take over the 
gasoline selling business, but this 
question will be decided at the 
meeting with the airport interests. 

City Takes Over Restaurant. 

The restaurant operated by 
Louis de Hatre will be taken over 
and operated by the city, the com- 
mission decided yesterday. The 
Board of Aldermen has placed the 
airport under the Park Depart-' 
ment, and an ordinance requires 
that all food or drink sold in a mu- 
nicipal park must be sold by the 
city. 

The building which originally 
housed ‘“‘Louie’s,” as the place was 
known. to aviators all over th2 
country, was torn down some time 
ago and De Hatre moved into 
larger quarters. Now these quar- 
ters are inadequate, Park Commis- 
sioner Pape said, and unless the 
commission wants to spend a con- 
siderable amount of money to build 
a new restaurant building, it will 
be necessary to improve the pres- 
ent structure, to take care of visi- 
tors and the 780 persons who work 
at the airport. . 

Pape suggested extending a 
porch on the east side of the struc- 
ture completely around the build- 
ing and enclosing it with French 
doors, and said it would be neces- 
sary to install a small heating 
plant. Harold M. Bixby suggested 
that metal strips be placed on the 
outside of the building so that it 
could be sprayed with cement and 
made to conform with the Spanish 
mission type of architecture of the 
adjoining building being temporar- 
ily used as an office and depot by 
Transcontinental Air Transport, 
Inc, 

To Start Improvement. 

Bixby’s suggestion was taken 
under advisement and Pape and 
Director of Public Welfare Salis- 
bury were instructed to go ahead 
with the improvement of the build- 
ing. 

The commission members were 
informed by Director Salisbury 
that an agreement had been 
reached with two firms of airport 
engineers whereby B. Russell Shaw 
& Co., and Love-Sultan, Inc., will 
be employed for a year for a fee 
of $7500 each. The engineers will 
take up their duties within a day 
or two, Director Salisbury said.

Dogs at Byrd’s Camp Excited 
As Light Is Let Into Tunnels 
Where They Have Spent Winter 


New Way of Keeping Sled Animals Success- 
ful, Almost All Having Gained Weight 
Since Taking Up Quarters Under Snow.

LITTLE AMERICA, Antarctica, 
Sept. 5 (By Wireless)—There is a 
place just west of the camp where 
from under the snow come muffled 
subterranean sounds as if from a 
menagerie. Barks and far-away 
howls, sometimes the snarls of 
animals trying to get at each 
other. But on the surface there is 
nothing to indicate that there is 
an animal within miles, at least 
there was not until yesterday. 

The noises come from the dog 
tunnels which radiate from a big 
square snow room where seals are 
chopped; yesterday ventilators 
were opened in the roof of these 
tunnels to let in light and air. The 
digging necessary to reach the tun- 
nel roofs gave an idea of the 
amount of snow which has fallen 
and drifted this winter for there 
was not more than a foot and the 
snOW was packed into a solid nave 
that would hold a heavy weight. 

When the light came in the dogs, 
which for months have lived in 
these dark caverns during the win- 
ter night, being taken out at iner- 
vals for exercise, began to bark and 
howl and junrp about in intense 
excitement. They had not seen 
light in their cold quarters for so 
long that they all wanted to get 
out and run and resume their fav- 
orite recreation %f fighting. If they 
all got out together now there 
would probably be the bonniest 
dogs’ Jonnybrook that ever was 
seen and a few of them would 
never haul another sledge. 

New Way to Keep Dogs. 

There is no more interesting 
place in camp than these dog tun- 
nels. Dogs have never been kept 
this way before and the method 
has been very successful The 
temperature has always been many 
degrees warmer than the surface 
temperature and they have kept 
in good condition, nearly every one 
of them being heavier than when 
they started their winter hiberna- 
tion. Two or three weeks of exer- 
cise when it is a little warmer and 
they will be in splendid shape for 
the trail. They are exercised now 
at intervals when the weather per- 
mits just enough to keep them 
healthy. 

The main entrance to the dog 
tunnels is through the chop house 
—as it is called where until re- 
cently the seals were cut up. It 
is a big square room with a large 
entrance covered with canvas. The 
huge seals averaging more than 
500 pounds in weight are  iet 
down into this room and when 
they slide they slide hard. They 
are as rigid as iron in the intense 
cold and it takes all a man’s 
strength to cut them up. 

From this room run the tun- 
nels in which the dogs are chained 
to boxes sunk in the snow walis. 
They have eaten big holes in the 
sides to get drink, for they have 
no water, and sometimes one will 
make such a huge hole by eating 
and digging that in a tug of rage 
at being confined he will pull his 
crate out of the wall, blocking the 
passage. Then he is found the 
next day sitting some distance 
from his hole disconsolately won- 
dering where to go next. 

A glimpse into these holes when

lantern held in the hand is like 
gazing into a bears’ den. Shadowy 
creatures, all teeth and claws, leap 
forward and upward, pawing at the 
air. They look twice ae big and 
ferocious as they do outdoors, 
iike wolves that would gladly tear 
one in two if they had an oppor- 
tunity. Back of the first one seen 
fairly well in the lantern light are 
others, only dimly outlined, and 
there is the voice of rattling chains 
and snarling and sharp barks. 
_And yet a man can walk through 
the tunnels patting dogs on the 
head as they leap up and rub 
their heads against him. Occa- 
sionally one will nip a person, but 
not often. They are well trained 
to leave their food alone until it is 
thrown to them also and a bucket 
of seal meat can be put down in 
the tunnel and not a dog will touch 
it until his share is tossed in front 
of his box. Then he wolfs it and 
if he can get a piece from a neigh- 
bor he will grab it and growl over 
it with gusto. 


Barroom Type of Fighters. 


The dogs are chained just far 
enough apart so that they can’t 
fight with serious results, although 
sometimes a dog will get loose, 
break a chain as if it were string, 
and walk down the tunnel looking 
for trouble. As long ag a loose 
dog stays in his own tunnel he its 
safe, but if he gets in another tun- 
nel with another he is likely to 
have a leg chewed off. They are 
fighters of the bowery barroom 
school. 

The maternity ward is off the 


chop house and in it most of the 
pups are kept at present because 
they are getting big enough to 
fight. At certain times they are 
let out for exercise and roam over 
the camp Ifke a pack of baby 
wolves. The latest brood, that 
of Lady, is still running loose in 
the tunnels for the big dows will 
not bother such small dogs. Lady 
took a dislike to her quarters one 
day “and moved the whole brood 
to an empty box where she thought, 
they would be warmer and more 
comfortable. These cogs born at 
50 below zero and raived in a tem- 
perature that averages about 30 
below are the toughest. hardiest 
little rascals that ever ran on four 
legs, This particular litter is also 
a handsome group of dogs as they 
are black with white markings. 

These dog shelters are unique 
in many ways and are probably as 
good a way of sheltering animals 
as could be found on the barrier 
where it is possible to excavate 
any kind of structure in the hard 
snow.

EFERENCE has been made, through 
the columns of your valuable paper, 
to the inferior suburban service and con- 
stant increase in fares of the Frisco Rail- 


way Co, compared with the much su-

competitor, the Missouri Pacific. 


An example of inferior equipment was 


shown in the recent collision in the Un- 
ion Station. The light wooden Frisco 
coach was overturned and a number of 
passengers seriously injured, while the 
heavier all-steel car of the Burlington 
train remained upright and on the tracks, 
If the Frisco coach had been struck 
squarely, instead of side-swiped, doubt- 
less a number of its occupants would 
have been critically injured by the 
breaking up of the wooden Frisco car. 

The Frisco received its grant for in- 
crease in suburban fares from the Mis- 
souri Public Service Commission on the 
ground of loss in passenger train reve- 
nues. ’

ings decreased $502,062, while the 
freight earnings increased $868,992. The 
loss from passenger-carrying busses and 
private automobiles has been more than 
made up by the freight handled through 
the automotive industries. In 1926 this 
business amounted to more than three. 
million car loads and it has increased 
enormously since the revenues from that 
source alone exceeded $100,000,000 per 
year for all roads, of which the Frisco 
received its fair share. 

One might inquire for what purpose 
does the Public Service Commission of 
Missouri exist; apparently not to look out 
for the interests of the public at large. 

The suburban passenger rates on the 
Frisco should be restored, at least to 
equal those on the Missouri Pacific for 
the same distance. 

Some concerted action on the part of 
its commuters might bring about this re- 
sult.

Had the 
City Hall gone to the Legislature and made with 
equal vigor a representation that St. Louis needs a 
higher property tax rate and therefore must amend 
the Constitution, the Legislature would have been 
even quicker to believe that than it was to believe 
that the franchise for the street car company is some- 
how related to the city’s welfare. Members of the 
Mayor’s cabinet and his rapid transit commission 
that is, City Counselor Muench, Chairman Russell of 
the rapid transit commission, and Erastus Wells, 
one of its members, together with Rudolph Kelker, 
the commission’s transit expert, all backed the ter- 
minable permits bill. The Legislature was convinced 
that St. Louis needed this, and it was not until 
Gov. Caulfield vetoed the bill that the Legislature 
could be sure it had been deceived. No similar dele- 
gation went before the Legislature on the business of 
city revenue. 

The city needs a new bond issue, but it cannot pay 
for one on its present slender income. As against our 
municipal revenue of $40,469,845.97 in 1928, Balti- 
more’s city government in the same year cost $69,- 
111,578.33 and Boston's $68,943,215.74. Both Boston 
and Baltimore are almost exactly the size of St 
Louis. Mr. Nolte says: “The people who suggest 
bond issues ought to suggest some method of in- 
creasing the city’s revenue. It has reached the maxi- 
mum tax rate for municipal purposes already, and 
has all it can do to support the institutions it has 
now. No suggestions are ever made as to how the 
city can increase its revenue.” 

Mr. Nolte is mistaken. The Post-Dispatch has fre- 
quently suggested how the city can increase its rev- 
enue. It has been at pains to get comparative 
statistics from many other American cities showing 
how much greater their revenues are and how much 
higher their property tax rate is. No attention has 
been paid to this suggestion. Mr. Nolte seems not 
to know that it has ever been made. The City Hall 
might much better have been at Jefferson City last 
winter asking a constitutional amendment under 
which our property tax rate can be increased than to 
have been up there trying to make good the financial 
deal of J. K. Newman and his associates. It might 
very much better have been up there trying to make 
it possible for St. Louis to be a city of the first 
class, which takes money, than to have been up 
there trying to get the city charter set aside so 
the street railway system of St. Louis could be 


exploited by pirates.

OPEN UP THE TAX RETURNS. 


The Post-Dispatch cordially indorses the effort, now 
making in Washington, to crack the secrecy sur- 
rounding the income tax returns of corporations dur- 
ing the pendency of the tariff bill. 

This information is available to the Ways and 
Means Committee of the House and the Finance Com- 
mittee of the Senate, but Senator Blaine of Wiscon- 
sin insists it should be available to every member of 
Congress and has introduced a resolution to that ef- 
fect. The Blaine plan, as our Washington corre- 
spondent explains, is faultily drawn, but Senator 
Simmons is preparing a substitute resolution which 
will accomplish the purpose. 

We do not see how honest objection can be offered 
to this proposal. The interests demanding increases 
in duties are largely, if not wholly, incorporated en- 
terprises, They are demanding the privilege of levy- 
ing higher taxes on the American people. For, how- 
ever prettily defined, the tariff is a tax. Do these in- 
terests need this additional revenue? A dependable 
answer can be found in their tax returns under the 
present law. To pass intelligently on this question 
the members of Congress clearly should know wheth- 
er these interests have been prospering and in what 
degree. 

Open up the tax returns so that Congress may say 
how many of the beggars need further alms—how 
many are “worthy cases” and how many are im- 


postors. 
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THE NEEDS OF STATE HOSPITALS. 


Fairly complete reports are now available as to 
how Missouri treats its criminal and insane charges, 
and the showing is no credit to the State. Several 
weeks ago the National Society of Penal Information 
announced it had found intolerable crowding, low 
sanitary standards and bad disciplinary conditions in 
the State prison. Now Claude B. Ricketts, secretary 
of the Governor’s Survey Commission, says the State 
hospitals for the insane at Fulton, Nevada and St. 
Joseph are fire traps and obsolete buildings which 
should be torn down and replaced. Missouri, the 
prison inspectors asserted, was the only State where 
they found women wearing the archaic ball and 
chain. Mr. Ricketts matches this detail by telling of 
189 women in a ward at St. Joseph which had only 
one bathtub. 

The main building at Nevada is 44 years old, that 
at St. Joseph is 55 and the Fulton structure is a 
relic of 78 years ago. Even natura] obsolescence 
would make the value of these buildings question- 
able, and new methods in treating the insane make a

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NO MORE WHOLESALE RAIDING. 
The Board of Police Commissioners has decided 
that wholesale raids and so-called campaigns of ha- 
rassment, which result in many arrests but no con- 
victions, should be abandoned. “The police have many 
duties to perform,” says President Hocker, “and can- 
not afford to waste their time.” To which we hear 
loud amens. The board has particular reference to 
raids on handbook joints. A campaign against hand- 
books was under way last spring, when the present 
board took office, on the theory that, although hand- 
book operators could not be successfully prosecuted 
in court, persistent raiding would cause them to turn 
to other occupations. The campaign wags not what 
might be called an unqualified success. 
It is worse than a waste of time, however, for po- 
lice to enter suspected beer flats, as they have been 
doing, without search warrants. This is in violation 
of the fourth article of the Bill of Rights, guarantee- 
ing citizens the “right of castle,” and a vicious type 
of official lawlessness. If police acquire the habit of 
raiding beer flats without warrants “describing the 
place to be searched and the person or things to be 
seized,” no citizen’s home is safe from unlawful entry. 
The Police Board did not choose to object to the prac- 
tice on Constitutional grounds, yet that is the most 
important aspect of it. 
Perhaps, however, it is best not to look a gift horse 
in the mouth. The new policy of the Police Board 
means that there will be more men available for real 
police work, detection of crime and prevention of it. 
Burglars, filling-station bandits, chain-store special- 
ists and other assorted yeggs and thugs, take note!

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FIGHTING ILLITERACY. 


If early progress is any indication, President Hoo- 
ver’s movement to provide education for the illiterate 
mountain children of the region near his Virginia 
summer camp will be a remarkable success. Mr. 
Hoover said $1200 was needed to build a school for 
children about the headwaters ef the Rapidan. Next 
day, on returning to his desk; he found pledges to- 
taling $120,000. 
The President’s choice of a camp site seems fated 
to be the turning point in the lives of the people 
nearby. They form one of the “lost” colonies of En 
glish descent, speaking a Chaucerian dialect, which 
puzzle the historian. These hill people, living in} 
dire poverty, have a life of almost unbelievable bar- 
renness, cut off entirely from the outside world. 
Teachers have found in those parts whole illiterate 
communities where not a person had heard the Lord’s 
Prayer or seen a United States flag. Education will 
revolutionize their lives. It will mean a knowledge 
of ordinary hygiene, which they now lack, new ways 
to a livelihood and higher standards of all kinds. 
The eager response to Mr. Hoover’s plan, with no 
appeal on his part, is a healthy indication of what 
an organized campaign on illiteracy might do. Al- 
though this country has the world’s greatest public 
school system, there are 5,000,000 illiterates within its 
borders—6 per cent of the total population. More 
than 3,000,000 of these are native born Americans. 
It is chiefly in the remoter sections of the South that 
illiterates are found, but every state has its share. 
Missouri has 83,403 persons more than 10 years old 
who are unable to read or write.

MacDonald’s Tribute to the League 


By discussing the intimate affairs of Great Britain before the League of Nations, 
Prime Minister MacDonald inferred that the League was entitled to an account- 
ing of British policies; his action tends toward the creation of an international 
society with an international consciousness, without which we cannot hope to 
cope successfully with war and other great problems of modern life. 


R. MacDONALD’S speech before the 
Micon assembly is the greatest tribute 

that has ever been paid to the League 
of Nations. For in his speech, so casual 
and informal in its manner, the British 
Minister assumed as a matter of course, as- 
sumed as if it were obviously to be expected, 
that the League was entitled to hear an ac- 
counting of the foreign policy of the British 
Empire. Mr. MacDonald addressed the as- 
sembly as he would address the House of 
Commons. He did not say everything that 
he had on his mind, but he would not have 
said everything he had on his mind if he 
had been talking to the House of Commons, 
The great thing is that in talking to an in- 
ternational assembly he recognized un- 
equivocally its right to know about and to 
discuss questions of British »olicy which 10 
years ago would have been reserved jeal- 
ously as matters of private sovereign 
right. 

When Prime Ministers talk as Mr. Mac- 
Donald talked, an international society with 
an international consciousness can be said 
to exist. It is here that the faith of the 
founders of the League is vindicated. They 
have created a society. Like other societies, 
it may tail in this or that. It might even 
be disrupted for a time as American soelety 
was disrupted in the Civil War. But it is 
@ society none the less, a living organization 
of men to which statesmen appeal, through 
which they act, in obedience to a conscience 
which transcends their own separate na- 
tionalisms. 

Mr. MacDonald referred to the Hague

conference and remarked that “We were 
haggling over pounds, shillings and pence.” 
Is that the language or the spirit of the 
old diplomacy?

Mr. Mac- 
Donald referred to his negotiations with the 
United States and assumed that, although 
the United States is not a member of the 
League, the negotiationg were the proper 
concern of the League.

army surgeon, William Beaumont, 
brought to Plattsburg a Canadian woods- 


saved 10 years earlier. The man was under 
a@ contract probably without its like. He 
bound himself to report to the doctor for 
examinations during a year, and to submit 
to the experiments desired, he himself to 
receive $150 in addition to “expenses, good 
sustenance, suitable housing, wearing ap- 
pare! and washing.” Young St. Martin 
became for this benefactor during that time 
a living human laboratory. The experiments 
of Claude Bernard, the French physiologist, 
were limited to animals, but Beaumont 
had been furnished a window by a wound, 
which could not be completely closed, 
through which he could observe the action 
of the human stomach in dealing with 
foods. It seemed a miracle that the young 
Canadian's life could have been saved, an¢ 
Beaumont, who cared for him out of his 
Own meager allowance, preventing his be- 
ing deported as a pauper back to the Cana- 
dian wilds, thought at first only of restor- 
ing him to health. 

It later occurred to Dr. Beaumont that 
his patient might be of service to science. 
He then began his observations which re- 
sulted in the publication, in 1833, at Platts-

The 
publication of his “Experiments and Obser- 
vation on the Gastric Juice and the Phys- 
lology of Digestion” was “the commence- 
ment of @ new era.” With the possible ex- 
ception of Claude Bernard, says Dr. 
Vaughan, no other man has made so im- 
portant a contribution to the physislogy of 
digestion. 

Yet but few Americans realize their debt 
to this scientist. His human laboratory, 
the man “with a lid on his stomach,” 
yielded to the call of the wild, declined to 
return for further experimentation and 
lived for 20 years longer than his bene-

MUSTARD PICKLES 


Continued Demand for High 
Seasoned Foods Includes 
Mustard Pickles. 


The general return of condi- 
ments to the menu has brought 
back the mustard pickle which had 
very nearly disappeared from use. 

The American palate is being 


cultivated to appreciate red-hot 
dishes and concoctions, and the 
burning flavor of the mustard 
pickle fits into the red-hot menus 
very tastily. 

So clever housewives who plan 
to entertain this winter with after- 
theater suppers, Sunday night teas 
and card party midnight spreads 
will do well to make use of one or 
more of these recipes. 

Mustard Pickles. 

Take one pint small cucumbers, 
one pint large cucumbers, one pint 
pickling onions, one cup string 
beans cut diagonally in one-inch 


pieces; one pint cauliflower cut in |* 


small pieces, three red peppers, 
chopped fine; three green peppers, 
chopped fine; one cup sliced car- 
rots; one pint green tomatoes, cut 
in halver or quarters. 

Soak all vegetables in brine (one 
cup of salt to one gallon water) 
over night. Drain them and soak 
them in clear water for. three 
hours. Mix a sufficient amount of 
vinegar and water in equal quanti- 
ties to cover the vegetables. Al- 
low them to stand in this vinegar 
for one hour and then scald them 
in this liquid. Make a dressing of 
the following ingredients: 

One and one-fourth cups white 
sugar, four tablespoons flour, four 
tablespoons dry mustard, one tea- 
spoon tumeric, one teaspoon celery 
salt and three pints vinegar. 

Mix all the dry ingredients and 
add the hot vinegar slowly, stirring 
it to make a smooth paste. Cook 
the mixture over a pan of hot wa- 
ter until the sauce thickens. 

Drain the vegetables thorough- 
ly. Pour the mustard dressing 
over them while they are hot, and 
simmer them for five minutes. 
Pack the pickles into hot, clean 
jars and seal. 

Mustard Oil Pickle. 

This appetizing condiment is 
made with 100 small cucumbers, 
one quart small white onions, one 
pint olive oil, one ounce celery seed, 
two quarts vinegar, one-half pound 
dry mustard, one-fourth pound 
mustard seed and one tablespoon 
black pepper. 

Cut the cucumbers and onions 
in slices. Put in an enamel dish 
in layers with salt between. Put a 
heavy weight above, and let stand 
over night. Drain off liquor. Mix 
seasonings in oil, then gradually 
stir in the vinegar—pour all over 
the pickles. Mix well and store in 
sterilized jars and seal as in can- 
ning. 

Chow Chow. 

Take one large cauliflower, 18 
small cucumbers, one pint onions 
(small), six green peppers, two red 
sweet peppers, one quart vinegar, 
two tablespoons dry mustard, one 
tablespoon tumeric and one cup 
salt. 

Peel onions; cook 10 minutes in 
boiling water. Drain. Separate 
cauliflower into flowerets, and soak 
in salted water one-half hour. Put 
the onions in one bowl, the cauli- 
flower, cucumbers and peppers in 
another. Add the salt to three 
quarts water and boil 10 minutes. 
Skim and pour over the vegetables 
in the two bowls and let stand over 
night. Pour off brine and put veg- 
etables together in a preserving 
kettle. Mix mustard and turmeric 
with one-half cup water and pour 
over the vegetables. Add the vine- 
gar and heat to the boiling point. 
Simmer one hour, then seal in 
sterilized jars. . 

Green Tomato Mustard Pickle. 

Take five pounds, small green 
tomatoes, sliced medium thick; 
three pounds white sugar, one 
quart vinegar, one tablespoon stick 
cinnamon; three teaspoons whole 
cloves; one teaspoon alispice 
(whole); one and one-half tea- 
spoon dry mustard. 

Wash the tomatoes but do not 
peel them. If large tomatoes are 
used, slice. them. If small ones, 
cut them slightly. Combine the 
sugar, vinegar and spices. Bring 
the mixture to boiling point and 
pour it over the tomatoes. Lat 
stand over night. Drain off the 
liquid in the morning and cook it 
until it coats the spoon. Add the 
tomatoes and cook them until they 
are clear. 

Remove from stove and seal in 
sterilized jars. 


DELICATE CHEESE SOUFFLE 


This Dish Always Pleases Hus- 
band’s Card Party Guests. 

Cut bread into rounds of dainty 
size and toast them on both sides. 
Chop canned Mexican chiles very 
fine after removing the seeds. 
Spread peppers over the toast. 

Then beat two egg whites to a 
stiff froth and add to them enough 
grated cheese to make a thick 
paste. About two-thirds of a cup 
will be needed to serve six. 

Spread the cheesé paste thickly 
over the layer of chopped chile 
peppers. 

Place the toast under the low 
heat of the broiler until the cheese 
melts and becomes brown. Then 
remove from stove and serve at 
once with the salad. 

Try These Quick Cookies. 

To make them use one cup but- 
ter, one cup sugar, two cups flour, 
two teaspoons baking powder and 
three eggs. 

Mix butter, sugar, flour and’ bak- 
ing powder as if one were making 
pastry. Add two exzgs and stir a 
dough. Knead. Roll into thin 
sheet, cut, place in greared pan 
and brush with remaining egg. 
beaten. Dredge with sagar. Bake 


in hot oven 10 minutes.

For this particular recipe take 
eighteen small onions, four cups 
stewed tomatoes, one teaspoon salt, 
two tablespoons brown sugar, one-

coffee, others making use of filter 
paper, and at least one kind that 
uses neither—the coffee being put 
directly into the container which 
has a few very fine perforations to 
allow the water to seep through. 
Whichever kind is your choice, 
measure the coffee carefully, place 
it in the pot and pour a measured 
quantity of actively boiling water 
through it. The water must be ac- 
tually bubbling so that it will ex- 
tract the full flavor of the coffee. 
It should not be necessary to 
pour the water through the coffee 
grounds more than once. 
If the beverage must be kept 
hot, do not let it boil. Rather, 
place it over hot water on a very 
low fire, and in al] cases serve as 
soon after making as possible. 
Percolated Coffee. 

Percolated coffee is perhaps 
more often made than drip. Most 
people start- the percolator with 
cold water and let it pump up over 
the coffee for an indeterminate 
time—usually until ready to serve. 
The time may vary from 10 min- 
utes to 20 or even longer, and as 
as result the coffee often has a 
bitter taste, 
Using a measured amount of 
boiling water in the bottom of the 
percolator, a measured amount of 
finely ground coffee in the upper 
container, and allowing from eight 
to ten minutes for a large perco- 
lator, or five to eight for a smal] 
one, will give quite good results. 
Keep the percolator clean by 
boiling it out once a week with a 
weak solution of baking soda or 
salt and water.
